3 B Wlieeler, general counsel for Hie Anli-Snloon 


1 earue in a'recent address in Boston is reported io have said 
thai "anarchy and the crumbling of all government 
must 


inevitably res-ill from the non-enforcement of the prohibition 
law." 
That is a pretty strong statement. 
11 might have been 


better if he had said these conditions would result from the 
non-enforcenifiit of law. The prohibition law is only one of 
the vast number under which the people of this country live, 
nnd it cannot be possible lhat all depends upon the enforce- 
ment or non-enforcement of that particular law. 
Yet it is 


easy to understand \vliy such may seem to; be the case to Mr, 


' Wheeler and others who feel'that the fate of the nalion hinges 


upon the successor failure of the prohibition law. 


Mr. Wheeler was quite within bounds when he said that 


civilization goes back to Ihe prehistoric times of chaos aiul 
anarchy; thai w|ien the law fails brute strengl hwill be the 
only protection for our homes and property. 
Civilization 


aitd law and order go hand'in-hand,1.he said, and all know thai 
to be true. 
But Mr. Wheeler is particularly dislurbed by the 


' 
fact that—as he states it—the prohibition law, "eslablished in 
the constitution by the orderly processes of government, is 
openly challenged by 36 national organizations." 


On the general proposition that laws1 must be enforced lo 


' 
insure the protection of persons and properly there is no 
ground for disagreement, but it is nol necessary to over- 
emphasize the importance of the prohibition law, as if the fate 
of the nalion depended upon the success or failure of. what 
,has been correctly twined "llie greatest social experiment in 


; 'all history." 
.

This law differs from most others because of the fact thai it 


divides public Sentiment as no other law in this country has 
ever done. Some of the best people in (he country are op- 
posed to its sweeping and drastic provisions. 
Sentiment in 


practically every community' is divided on the .question of its 
propriety and justice. 
Direct from the bench of at least one 


court in New England has come an expression df disapproval 
'of the prohibition law, nnp the reading'public is familiar with 
the fact that Secretary Weeks, openly protests against ils dras- 
tic provisions. 
VVifh puljlic sentiment divided like this it will 


be in vain for Wayne pr. Wheeler or anyone else to look for 
complete harmony ifVlne work of enforcing the law. 
, 


And yel il maybe thai this law is being enforced about as 


efl'ectuallyr.i&'oilier laws. 
Mr. Wheeler himself says that in 


1921 d^xfiikcnness was 50 per cent less than in the lasl pre- 
prpWfbition year. 
jf The prohibition law is especially conspicuous, as are all 


.-^mailers relating to its enforcement. 
11 is talked about,, daily 


press reports keep-it constantly before the public, and the fact 
thai the law isbejng constantly violated is known" to all. Dut 
it is not the only law lhaf is violated, and violators of il are not 
the only ones thai are gingerly dealth with by many of (he 
courts.. Those who have kepi al all in touch with,Ihe handling 
of criminals in Mils' counlry in recent years know that many 
.trials are litlle less than farces. If the tendency to deal easily 
with law breakers were nol so pronounced (here might possi- 
bly be a'mort rigid enforcement of Ihe prohibition law.

The conviction-is quile general thai a more stiff-backed 


policy on the part' of the courts would be a good thing for this 
country, hut not all the people are yet ready to slake every- 
thing on the success or failure of Ihe prohibition law.
